Yet plant breeders consider 
it still subject to im provem ent, and 
in the All A m erica trials for 1940, 
the judges agreed with them.

aw ard wets given to a new variety 
nam ed Evergreen. 
E vergreen parsley is a double 
curled variety, with heavy, deeply 
cut foliage, fin derate heads. 
It ie 
uniform dark green, a rapid and 
strong grower, resistant to frost in­ 
jury. 
Parsley is one of the hardiest of 
vegetables and can be sown as 
soon as the ground ie prepared, 
but it germ inates slowly. 
M any 
gardeners m ix a few radish *eeds 
with the parsley lo m ark the row. 
The radish germ inates quickly, and 
can be harvested before the p ars­ 
ley begins to crowd.
